Suspect caught after chase 


Wilmington police got an 
unexpected bonus when they 
pursued two men who attempted 
to break into a van at the 
General Electric parking lot on 
Fordham Road on Thursday, 
December 30. One’ of the men, 
James L. Murphy, 19, of 
Charlestown, who was ap 
prehended after a lengthy 
chase, had been wanted by the 
local police for over three 
months in connection with the 
armed robbery of the Radio 
Shack at Wilmington Plaza. The 
Other man fled the scene 
Thursday before police could 
apprehend him 


According to Police Chief 
Bobby Stewart, several other 
towns also had warrants out for 
Murphy’s arrest including North 
Reading, Methuen, Avon, 
Stoughton, possibly North 
Andover. and four south shore 
communities. Each of these 
warrants will go to trial as a 
separate case some time in the 
future, Stewart said 

Murphy pleaded guilty to 
charges of assault and battery, 
larceny of a motor vehicle, and 

tempted larceny of a motor 
vehicle, in Fourth District Court 
in Woburn on: Friday. He was 
sentenced to two years in the 
house of correction, with one of 
those years to be served and the 
other to be suspended, Stewart 
said 

Stewart explained that 
Murphy and his companion had

According to reports, Murphy 
and his companion fled into the 
Drinkwater gravel pit where 
they separated. Officer John 
Ritchie cornered Murphy in the 
gravel pit, causing him to flee 
into the swamp of the Ipswich 
River inan effort to swim across 
into Reading.

Five other construction 
projects will add nearly 
$8,000,000 to the tax rolls and 
these figures do not include any 
taxable properties within the 
buildings. Much of the 
properties within the buildings 
are not taxable locally, as the 
tax is paid as part of the “cor: 
poration tax"’ to the Com 
monwealth. 

‘The Frank Vazza Company of 
Braintree is constructing two 
buildings’ believed to be én 
speculation, at the corner of 
Ballardvale Street and Route 
125, Each is said to be worth 
$2,000,000 and one is nearly 
completed at this time 

Further up Ballardvale 
Street, on property formerly of 
the late Phil Parks is a new 
building, of the Wilmington 265 
Trust, a part of the Tambone 
Corporation. The estimated 
value of the construction is 
$1,395,500 

A new building has been 
erected off Jonspin Road, which 
is off Andover Street, by John 
Spinelli, The Cambridge firm 
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already has a half dozen 
buildings on Jonspin Road. The 
new building construction costs 
are estimated at $1,087,000 

‘The Pepsi-Cola Bottling Group 
is erecting a large building on 
Eames Street, which when 
finished will be its regional 
headquarters. The estimated 
cost is $1,200,000. F 

Down on lower Main Street, 
almost under Cook's Hill, a new 
building will hause the C & C 
Associates and the Kirkwood 
Technical Publications, now of 
Burlington. The estimated cost 
of the building is $450,000. 

There was not very much done 
in the line of residential building 
in Wilmington during the past 
year, Thirty-four new homes 
were erected and about 130 
permits were issued for 
residential alternations, with 
the total value being about $2.3 
million. 

The good news in 
homebuilding, though, is that 
the year had a strong finish, 
thanks to declining interest 
rates. Builders have been busy 
since September, and have been 
able to sell the houses. 

Four houses built off Federal 
Street by Joseph Langone and 
Richard Stuart all sold, very 
quickly, in the $80,000 price 
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Reading police had been 
patroling the area, Reading 
Patrolman Michael Conchiglia

According to Chief Stewart, 
Wilmington police later went 
back and searched the area. He 
aid Murphy gave them a phony 
name at first, telling them his 
name was Frank Murphy. Of 
ficer Mark Jepson later 
discovered the suspect's real 
name was James Murphy, who 
was known to be armed, Stewart 
said, so police went back to 
search the area for a possible 
weapon. One officer noticed, 
Stewart explained, that when 
Murphy took his coat off after 
swimming across the river, he 
spent a good deal of time bent 
over, and the police thought he 
could have been trying to stash a 
weapon then: No weapon was 
ever found, however. 

Police are still looking for 
Marphy’s companion who is 
described as being ap- 
proximately 5'9", 140 pounds, 
around 18 years old, wearing 
denim clothes. According to a 
report made by Lt. Nally 
Murpby alleged there was no 
other person with him

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Rooney case 
under advisement 


The case in which Wilmington 
Police Officer Dennis Rooney is 
suing the town for indefinite 
disability pay, back pay, and 
medical benefits for the 
psychological problems he 
claimes he has suffered as a 
result of his job is far from over 
yet 

According to Town Counsel 
Alan Altman, the case began 
December 6 in Cambridge 
Superior Court after being 
continued on September 1.4 

From the time the c¢ 
opened until the final evide 
was presented on December 29, 
Rooney submitted 17 episodes 
from 1977 through 1981 which he 
claimed were the cause of his 
disability, Several police of. 
ficers, a psychologist, two 
psychiatrists, the chief of police 
and many civilian witnesses all 
testified on the various episodes 
alleged by Rooney. 

On December 28, Judge Myers 
directed both attorn to 
submit briefs and took the case 
under advisement until January 
17. 

Altman said he doesn’t expect 
to receive the final ruling from 
the judge for several months. 

There has been a rash of 
these cases in the last two 
years,” Shid Altman. He 
believes that Rooney's 

the first one to appear before 
superior court, however 

Rooney last reported for duty 
on July 24, 1981 and was directed 
by the sergeant to patrol the 
Silver Lake area, Altman said 
He never.went to Silver Lake, 
however. He immediately told 
the police chief that he cold not 
accept that assignment and 
asked to be relieved of duty 

Several months later, a letter 
was sent to the town by Rooney, 
claiming he was disabled and

entitled to compensation under 
Chapter 41, Section 41-111F. He 
also sent the town a letter from 
his psychiatrist, stating that he 
is emotionally disabled, The 
town then retained its own 
psychiatrist for the purpose of 
examining him 

According to statements from 
Altman in August 1982, no sick 
pay was ever paid to Rooney 
because it was believed that he 
was out on a leave of absence at 
his own request. In August 1982 
Chief Stewart explained that 
when Rooney requested to be 
relieved of duty in July 1981, 
Stewart told him that he had not 
accumulated any sick time and 
that he would have to be taken 
off the payroll 

One of the big issues in this 
case, Altman said, is a claim 
that Rooney has been employed 
in construction work during the 
period for which he claims to be 
disabled. 

Rooney filed suit in December 
1981 after his request for sick 
pay was denied 

Rooney's attorney, Robert 
Moran, in August said that he 
and his client negotiated with 
the town before filing suit in 
hopes of settling out of court 
After negotiatons failed, he said, 
the law suit was filed

The Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington has_ recently 
acquired a Collins Eagle I 
pulmonary (lung) — function 
machine. This precision 
equipment is designed for highly 
acurate, basic pulmonary 
function testing. ~ 

This efficient machine per- 
forms the test at a rate of five to 
eight minutes per patient and 
meets Occupational Safety and 
Health Act (OSHA) standards. 

“The lung function test will be 
administered by the Oc- 
cupational Health Department 
to detect people at high risk of 
airway disease," said Barbara 
Hathaway, nurse practitioner 
and industrial hygienist, who is 
director of the Occupational 
Health Program, 

“We will be able to monitor 
workers who are exposed to 
pulmonary hazards such as 


chest xray and pulmonary 
function test for those exposed to 
Silica, After each test, we will 
compare results from the 
previous year and plan a per- 
sonalized health and safety 
program for that worker, which 
may include wearing protective 
equipment or enrolling in a stop 
smoking program,” Barbara 
added. 


Along with a patient history, 
Internal Medicine, Pediatrics 
and Walk-in-Urgent Care will 
also utilize the equipment to 
monitor and diagnose bron- 
chitis, asthma and emphysema

A new office building 
was erected beside the Hiller 
home. Today it is the place of 
business of Bedell Brothers 
Insurance. 

Houselots were laid out along 
Church Street and such streets 
as Columbia street. Down off 
Butters Row, where France 
owned many acres, streets with 
names like “Industrial Way” 
and “Factory Row" were laid 
out. That area was to be the 
industrial area of Wilmington. 

No industries were interested 
Nothing was sold along Factory 
Row and such places 

But on Columbia Street the 
story was different 

Rudolph “Dolph” Porter was 
the first to buy a houselot. The 
year was 1895. The price was 
$200 and there was about 20,000 
square feet in that lot. Today 
such a houselot would cost 
perhaps $25,000. Dolph built a 
home there, and it is still oc 
cupied by his son and daughter- 
in-law 

He had been one of the first to 
come to Wilmington from Eel 
Brook.

After he bought that lot of land 
the other French people from 
Eel Brook purchased houselots 
along Columbia Street. Some 
were named Surrette, relatives 
of Henry Hiller second. Other 
had wives who were named 
Surrette before they were 
married 

Unplanned, unknowingly, 
Henry Hiller second had located 
a lot of French people from Eel 


Brook, Nova Scotia into one 
neighborhood 
There were many French 


people from Canada in the New 


England states, Many from 
Quebec, for instance, were 
working in the mills of 


Lawrence, Lowell and Nashua 
Those people had a nickname of 
French-Canadians. 

Other people, mostly from 
Nova Scotia, preferred to move 
to the towns such as Wilmington, 
Tewksbury, Reading and 
Wakefield. They were called, by 
the natives, “Frenchmen.” 

Why the distinction is difficult 
to guess, but in Wilmington the 
distinction went one step fur 
ther, in a friendly sort of way 


some other source. It was not a 
widespread distinction, just a 
friendly way of identifying the 
home sites of the Nova Scotia 
people who had moved into 
Wilmington 

Henry Hiller carried that on 
still further, by selling house lots 
along Columbia Street. He 
carried it to the point where the 
Wilmington Frenchmen could 
be identified (almost) as coming 
from one village in Nova Scotia 

One of those Frenchmen who 
is still remembered in the town 
was John Frotton. His wife was 
Maria Surrette, and she was 
possibly a sister of Henry Hiller 
second 

John bought one of the 
houselots, and there he made the 
family home. The first son of 
John and Maria was named 
John F.H. (for France Hiller) 
‘The second daughter was named 
France B. Frotton, again for 
France Hiller. 

The John Frotton family was 
not the only Wilmington French 
family to name their children 
after France. In the eyes of 
those people, France Hiller was 
a real friend

Wilmington today can 
remember John Frotton. In his 
later years he had the job of 
sweeping out Wilmington 
Square every morning. He was 
by that time, bent with age and 
appeared almost to be a hun- 
chback, 

He would start every morning 
at the top of the hill, with a 
broom, shovel, and 
wheelbarrow. He would sweep 
down Main Street and Church 
Street. He may have appeared 
to be a pathetic figure, but he 
was doing his job, and he was 
earning his pay 

In addition to the sale of land 
by Henry Hiller second, another 
sale was made, this time by 
France herself. 

Wilmington was about to build 
anew school. The Walker family

from Ohio was willing to pay 
something toward the con- 
struction costs. 

They were descendants of the 
Capt. Timothy Walker who 
commanded the Wilmington 
militia (as distinct from 
Minutemen) on Concord Day, 
and who lived in what many 
called the Alden Eames farm 

The town decided to build on 
Church Street. France sold them 
a lot of land for $500, and there 
the school was built 

That school stands on a lot of 
land that is about one and a half 
acres in size. The vaulation, 
figuring on the site would be 
about one and a half times 
$35,000, (for an acre) 

The land that France sold on 
that occasion might be worth 
$50,000 in today’s currency.

In a period of slowdowns, cutbacks, curtailments, and 
4 Park Service bent on shrinking {ts wild, not to mention 
urban, turf, the decade of architectural work at Lowell 
still has enough momentum to go on. The bottom-up begin- 
ning with Lowellites at the helm has ensured that despite 
shrinking federal support, the renovation goes on 

“In not so many years, Lowell will take its place 
amang the gems of our national heritage, and visitors 
from throughout the United States and the world will add 
one more destination — Lowell — to their list of Yellow- 
stone, Yosemite, Gettysburg, and a host of other national 
parks representing the quality and diversity of America’s 
natural and cultural treasures, "’ says the Park Service. 

Of course Lowell, with its 5.6 miles of man-made ca 
nals, is a feat of landscaping and engineering too. The 
“Venice of America" came by its title through a stupen- 
dous muscling of the natural environment: ‘‘the most im- 
portant hydropower system in the country,"’ Bill Barlow, 
chief of technical preservation and maintenance for the 
Park Service, puts it. 

But Lowell and its $12 million Market Mills and Visitor 
Center complex which opened last summer are especially 
remarkable as urban testaments; they are summaries of 
today’s Spirit of Recycle in an agency marked by its 
harking to the Call of the Wild 

The Market Mills complex binds together 250 units of

Here is the focus for the park and the center for 
tours and interpretive programs to help tourists 

Other Lowell mills may not have survived so well 
those not filled with computer companies and the like 
seem to sugcumb to fire, at the rate of one a year. But if 
business seems sluggish and a window is as likely to have 
plastic flowers as hand-dipped candles, Lowell remains a 
real place, as Fred Faust, director of the Lowell Historic 
Preservation Commission, puts it. "We have rough edges 
but we're real 

Somehow, the inspiration of the Lowell superintendent 
of schools, Patrick Mogan, translated by well-placed pol 
ticians, then-U.S. Rep. Paul Tsongas and House Spe: 
Thomas P. (Tip) O'Neill, and input from state, federal 
and preservation agencies, the Chamber of Commerce 
and so forth, have produced legions of plans and volumes 

all of this without stultifying the city 

Quite the contrary. A visitor returning after half 
dozen years’ absence finds signs of renewal everywhere 
For every ugly incursion in the streetscape (a bank that 
constructs a driveway on a pedestrian corner or the grim 
facades of franchises), there are a dozen that either fit in 
the context or better it (the ornate Hildreth Building with 
Its elegant green wrought iron; the Bay Bank building) 

Work to restore or simply repair more of an estimated 
1,000 historic buildings goes on and accounts for some of 
the 5,000 new jobs created in the town since the park was 
created. Equally important, these structures are subject 
toa sign-control system that calls a halt to the defacement 
of old buildings through gaudy billboards. Meanwhile, a 
design review process that might be the model for every 
town sets standards of good design and amends bad 
Proposals, 

One would hope, then, that such new and vital projects 
as the Lower Lock Complex — a $40 million proposal for a 
250-room Hilton Inn designed by Skidmore, Owings & 
Merrill that would face a 100,000-square-foot Wang office 
setup, with $2 million in park amenities — will get the 
same scrutiny. Strict architectural controls are needed to 
Save the first hotel from Statleresque banality and the 
Wang facilities from the bromidic-box architecture that 
usually marks computer company quickies. 

Certainly such projects as the window competition for 
the 994 windows at the Wannalancit Office and Technology 
Center by Boston architects Perry, Dean & Rogers was a 
case study in the proper care and feeding of architectural 
detail. A retrofit workbook and submissions from six com- 
panles preceded the award. So, too, the firm's refurbish- 
ment of the 1923 Lowell Memorial Auditorium must be 
credited to the rare political and architectural process at 
work here. 

Whether such labors can overcome the country's hard 
times and continue to work to renew this former 
“Eldorado on the Merrimack" as a kind of urban and bu- 
reaucratic laboratory remains to be seen. But whatever 
the future of what Mr. Barlow calls “‘the Second Lowell 
Experiment," the confluence of countless agencies and 
individuals — like the confluence of the mighty rivers that 
launched this model town — will have major conse- 
quences here and throughout this country.

However, Sarah 
found it extremely difficult to 
accept help, and she found it even 
more difficult to ask for help 
Despite her loneliness, and her 
intense desire to have people with 
her, Sarah pushed everyone 
away. She did the same thing with 
Nancy for a while. She felt a need 
to reject and test Nancy for a 
period before she could really 
trust and accept her 
he first few

fidn't want company. On one 
occasion, she even moaned, ‘Oh, | 
hope that isn't’ my hospice 


volunteer Nancy coming now 

Nancy rightly sensed that it 
was hard for Sarah to let people 
into her life, and she knew that 
Sarah had to test people before 
she did ancy's volunteer 
training had prepared her for the 
fact that many people find it hard 
to believe that volunteers truly 
care, or that they can be helpful 
Nancy used her supervision 
sessions to learn that keeping 
people at a distance was Sarah's 
way of handling her pain. Nancy 
knew this was part of the process 


of how she must develop a 
relationship with Sarah 

Finally, the relationship 
between Sarah and Nancy began 
to grow. They visited together 
regularly, They laughed and 
cried together. Several months 


into their relationship, Nancy lost 
a ring. When Sarah heard about 
this she remarked, ‘You lost a 
ring but you made a friend! 
Theirs had become a true 
relationship that offered support 
and lessened Sarah's pain 

Cerino said volunteers for 
hospice work with patients in a 
great variety of ways: A volun: 
teer may visit with a patient and 
just sit and chat....according to 
the season, a volunteer may work 
with a patient in his garden...or 
take family members out shop 
ping...or go to the movies with a 
patient...perhaps help a patient 
write a poem, or draw a pic 
ture..or help a patient bake a 
cake, or make cookies....perhaps a 
volunteer can play a musical 
instrument, and provide music 
for the patient who wishes to 
sing 

Cerino says that what volun 
teers can do to be helpful is ery 
dless. All volunteers working in 
the program are carefully trained 
and supervised. 

Some volunteers opt to work 
with grieving families rather than 
with patients per se, Cerino said. 

People often need support 
during their times of grief 

Being a ‘'Patient-Family 
Support Volunteer means being 
willing to make a commitment, to 
complete a training program, and 
to be willing to take a look at one’s 
self, and how one can attempt to 
help people,’ Cerino said 

She explained further, “Not all 
of -our volunteers work with 
patients, ...our program has many 
needs and we cain use people with 
a variety of talents and in. 
terests."” She said some volun 
teers help out in the office 
Because the program is without a 
secretary, this type of assistance 
is crucial

She said other volunteers help 
with community education, 
special events, or fundraising. Or 
volunteers work hard in the area 
of educating the, community 
about what the hospice program 
can offer, such as this type of 
article you are reading now 
When invited, volunteers go out 
into various communitiés and 
before groups, to spread 
the word about hospice 

Cerino said a number of ser. 
vices are non-reimbursable by 
insurance, and not charged to 
patients. Therefore, fundraising 
is a continual task. She explained 
that volunteers work in the 
planning and executing of fun 
draising events such as the yearly 
walk-a-thon, raffles, sports 
events. 

“The accomplishments of our 
volunteers are astonishing, 
Cerino explained. “Volunteers 
have hosted parties for patients, 
been key members of the care 
team, developed a resource 
directory for our staff, raised in 
excess of $9,000, and hosted a 
meeting for hospice volunteers 
from programs all across the 
state. 

She said she couldn't say 
enough good things about the New 
England Memorial Hospice and 
Palliative Care volunteers 

“A letter from a_ family 
member that we serv seems to 
sum things up nicely. The letter 
reads in part, “The comfort that 
Nancy and the team offered 
Sarah and us could never be 
repayed...It is nice to know that 
people such as yourselves exist in 
the world

One Japanese union thought so and the company manage: 
ment agreed But they immediately ran into a government 
ruling that “‘only humans can belong to a labor union.’ 

The idea cropped up when the Fujitsu Fanuc Company 
established its much-publicized automated robotmaking fac 
tory at the foot of Mount Fuji two years ago 

No worker layoffs were planned, so union leaders assured 
the management they would not oppose automation — which 
comes into its own on the night shift when not a single human 
ts on the premises. As a result, there are some 200 sophisti 
cated robots virtually recreating themselves around the 
clock 

After their initial acquiesence, however. union leaders be 
gan to do some basic arithmetic. They were shocked when 
the company announced plans to build more unmanned fac 
tories. 

With the human work force remaining static while pro- 


profits 

By comparison, however, the company union's finances 
have gone from bad to worse. Members pay roughly 1 
percent of their net monthly income, without overtime (in 
some companies it is as high as 1.5 percent) which for an 
average worker in his 30s would mean a contribution of about 
$18 to$20 

From this money, the union’s full-time officials draw their 
salaries, pay all operating expenses, and make contributions 
tonational union federations. 

Union chairman Takatozu Suzuki commented: “We only 
have about 700 members now, and there seems little chance 
this number will increase. In fact, with normal wastage the 
human work force could shrink until very soon we are out 
numbered by robots 

When the management established this unmanned fac 
tory, we were not opposed because we could see the rationale 
of automation. But union finances were if deep trouble, and 
management readily agreed that the company would pay 
union fees for every robot to help us survive 


“Robots are not considered human,” declared a senior 
official of the Ministry of Labor. “If fees are paid into union 
funds on behalf of robots, that would be defined as Tinancial 
assistance from the management, which is illegal in order to 
preserve union independenc 


Union chairman Suzuki is determined to lobby the Diet 
(parliament) for a change in the law, especially as more and 
more small company unions are likely to face the same prob- 
Jem with growing automation. 


‘One robot should be made equal to at least one human 
worker as far as union membership is concerned," he said 
“In fact, as management always maintains that one robot 
can do the work of five men, it should pay union dues five 
times larger... Then we can get out of our financial diffi 
culties,
